Judge Parker and the Negro 


Judge Parker has emphasized the turndown by the West Virginia 


Democratic convention of the "white supremacy" plank by ignoring 
entirely the race1 issue in his sp< ech of acceptance. 
Not only that, 


the general principles he iays down negatives, by implication the pro- 
gram of the Southern Democrats to,disfranchise the negroes. Wrhat 
he says about the Filipinos is equally applicable to the negro in the 
South. In this paragraph he la>% special stress on the necessity for 
securing every citizen his lawful a.,ul natural rights: 


"Liberty, as understood in this country, means not only the right 


of freedom from actual servitude, imprisonment or restraint, but the 
right of one to use his fa>-ulties, 'ii ail lawful ways, to live and work- 
where he will and to pursue anv lawful trade or business. 
These 


essential rights of life, liberty ami property are not only guaranteed 
to the citizens by the constitution of each of the several states, but 
•the states are by the fourteenth amendment to the constitution of the 
'United States, forbidden to deprive any person of any one of them 
without due process of law." 


The spirit of the doctrine here so clearly and correctly stated is 


directly antagonistic to the prescriptive policy the Democrats of the 
South have inaugurated "with respect to the colored race, and which 
has virtually nullified, so far as negroes are concerned, the Fourteenth 
and Fifteenth amendments to the Federal Constitution and the bill of 
rights set forth in the original text of the organic law. 


Has Judge Parker gone back on his Southern supporters or is he 


giving the people of the North a campaign "jolly?" 


Senator Bard's supporters arc protesting that instructions by the 


Los Angeles county convention vould not be binding upon the leg- 
islative candidates. What about the instructions in Riverside, Orange 
and Kern counties? The Bard men consider instructions binding 
if the instructions are in favor of their candidate; otherwise, not. 
It is a convenient philosophy. B> a trick an Oxnard nominee for the 
Assembly was instructed for Bard in Riverside. If the instruction is 
binding in Riverside, why should not instructions be binding in Los 
Angeles? There ought to be no difficulty about returning a plain an- 
swer to such a plain question. 


The Fight For Law and Health 


A contemporary calls attention to a matter gravely affecting the 


health and cleanliness of the city of Oakland. The question also strikes 
at the vitality of the laws and the virility of the agencies charged with 
their administration. 
It presents an issue calling for resolute treat- 


ment to vindicate the law and pre<ervethe public health. 


This issue is concretely expressed by the filthy, stinking, disease- 


breeding' scavenger carts which continue to transport 
garbage 


through the streets in defiance of the law and all sanitary regulations. 
By ordinance all garbage and domestic refuse is required to be col- 
lected in a manner conducive to health and cleanliness and incinerated 
in accordance with scientific principles of sanitation. This ordinance 
was drawn in accordance with the provisions of the charter, the gen- 
eral law of the State aaid the recommendations of successive Boards 
of Health, which have repeatedly denounced the scavengering pro- 
cess of garbage disposal ;ts a serious menace "to health. That it is 
an affront to decency is self-evident. 


But a band of the so-called scavengers have set themselves in 


organized defiance of the ordinam e and the regulations of the Board 
of Health. 
They continue to carry on their contraband business in 


open disregard of the law and the municipal authorities. Being unable 
to dump garbage within the city limits of Oakland, they have secur- 
ed a dumping ground on the marsh across the harbor within the in- 
corporated limits of Alamccla. 
"hese garbage dumps are just as 


great a menace to the health of Oakland as if they were located in- 
side the city limits. 
If they propagate contagious diseases such as 


typhoid, scarlet fever, diphtheria, etc., the infection will pay no heed 
to lines of municipal incorporation 
Pestilence will spread in this city 


as quick as it will in Alaonoda. 


It will not do to say that if A'ameda desires to be made a dump- 


ing ground for the rotting offal of Oakland, it-is only a concern of the 
inhabitants of that town. 
It concerns Oakland as much as it does 


Alameda. 
It behooves the authoi ities of this city to protect the in- 


habitants from a menace to public health. We cannot abate the gar- 
bage dumps in Alameda, but we can abate the scavengers in Oak- 
land. We can suppress their filth> business and compel them to obey 
the law. The dumps on the Alarneda marsh will be made harmless 
if the scavengers are not permitted to collect and haul the garbage of 
Oakland to be deposited there. 


We are confronted \\itli an e-\il that has managed to get one leg 


over into the adjacent terr.tory of a complaisant neighbor. We can- 
not touch the leg that extends outside of our boundaries, but we can 
break the leg that is on this side. By doing so, the garbage question 
will'be settled and the long tight for health and cleanliness finally won. 
It is perhaps useless to remonstrate with Alameda, particularly as we 
have a remedy that we can apply at home. 
This remedy should be 


applied sternly and s>stematically, for it involves not only the laws 
of sanitation and decency, but the law of the land as well. Under no 
circumstances should the scavengeis be permitted to ply their criminal 
industry with comparative impunity. 
The strong arm of the police- 


power should be exerted to the utmost to bring them to an obedience 
to the law and a sense of lespect for its ministers.

case may be P Men cry "Glorious!" of the acceptance ioeech of one 
candidate, and ''Rot!" of the speech of the other withou' having read 
either. 
The average party editor approaches the utterances of the 


candidate of the other party in precisely the same : pirit that an 
Apache rushes on the ambushed traveler. He not only draws legiti- 
mate inferences and deductions from the statements c f a political 
adversary, but also illegitimate inferences and deductions 
To do this 


language is distorted and meanings strained. 


We do not say this is altogether wrong, or wholly mischievous, 


but is it not better to come out in the open and frankly adi lit unsparing 
partisanship, to acknowledge that the comments which f ass for criti- 
cism are merely the expression of partisan feeling? We 
11 know that 


the utterances of a candidate we are opposing a.re delibeiately search- 
ed for weak spots and bad points ', that strong spots anc good points 
are studiously ignored; that partisan editors are not ev^n as honest I 
with their readers as they are with themselves in pa.ssn g judgment. < 


It would be perfectly fair to advise every voter to -arefuly read I 


and compare the addresses of President Roosevelt and J idge Parker, ] 
and then study out their significance in the light of past events and 
the logic of present circumstances; but how-many voters will take 
such advice? 


The average man does not desire to be convinced, has no wish 


to have his party faith disturbed, does not want his p-ejudices re- 
moved. 
Instead of applying independent reason and cjndid inquiry 


to the analysis of a political situation or the solution of v> xed political 
questions, the average voter deliberately turns his back on the light. 


A large minority do not, however, and this minority really settles 


public questions, leads public thought and decides the supremacy of 
parties. In other words, it is the open-minded, independ:nt thinking, 
less prejudiced minority that actually rules. 
This mil ority is not 


non-partisan when it espouses a man or a cause—on the < ontrary, it is 
frank and aggressive when it once takes sides—but it ho'ds party ties 
lightly and reserves the right to change its mind as often : s it chooses ; 
cares nothing for precedents and consistentcy, and follov s its convic- 
tions, which are not wholly unmixed with prejudice, to their logical 
consequence. 


The men who are always for one patty and against th • other party 


do not govern either themselves or the country, do nut shape the 
course of events nor develope the policies which shall p -evail in the 
nation. It is the element that is now on this side and iow en that 
which holds the compass by which the nation steers. It is this element 
that must be appealed to in national elections, and this element is not 
reached by stereotyped approval or condemnation of policies, candi- 
dates and speeches. 
This element demands something more con- 


vincing and suggestive than the bile from a partisan stcmach.

disposed to resist the proposed diversion. 
Both the Turlock ajid 


Modesto irrigation districts a,rc up in arms against it, while those who 
use the river for power purposes ai e also ranged in violent opposition. 
Indeed, all the local interests from the head to the mouth of the river 
appear to be a unit ia opposing the project to divert the water for 
domestic use in San Francisco and adjacent municipalities. It is evi- 
dent that the diversion can never be accomplished save at the close of 
protracted litigation that will inevitably delay it for many years to 
come. 


Every time a step is taken toward submitting a bond issue for

And your silk dress, hanging in the 
closet, will dry up likewise, and be in 
shreds before you know It, so the silk 
shirt waist suit would rot last long in 
Tahlta.

othor things will not dry in Papeete. 
YQU may wash out a pair of white 
gloves, and though y"U hang them 
against the window pan", at the end of 
two days they will not be dry.

icross the seas on th<; Mariposa, In 
great style, and really you felt as' if 
you yourself were'living out the long 
:azy days at sea. 


And then you sailed gallantly into 


the little harbor of Papeete, and you 
met "La Vina," the landlady, who-gave 
you the most charming Tahita break- 
fasts, and it was very fascinating to 
watch the bread 
fruit being baked, 


and the yams also, and to see the na- 
tives take the little roast pig from 
the hot stoves. A woman never for- 
gets to tell you the entire menu,—so 
that you will know what housekeep- 
ing really means In othor lands. 


And we went out to -the beautiful 


home of Mrs. Salmon, standing on the 
edge of the ocean, and here one heard 
of life among the natives. They were 
just about to dedicate a Presbyterian 
church that cost thirty thousand dol- 
lars,—and a partition had been built 
for the exercises on which 260 men had 
worked a week. 


At Tahita, if you call the lady of the 


house "old woman," it is a term of 
great endearment. 
The hostess will 


not sit down to the table with the 
guests, she stays In the background, 
and sees that things 
are

served. But she come? in and takes 
her place, when coffee -ind cigars are 
served. And the native maids of Ta- 
hita will not serve the Americans, so 
there have to be changes in the house- 
hold, when there are Americans as 
guests. 


We spent some delightful hours at 


the Salmon residence,- and some rare 
days at Tahita, and then we went on 
board the Mariposa, and Mrs. . Scott 
brought us 
all safely 
home again, 


through the Golden Gate. 


The _talk was given with much di-

TROUBLES 
OF 
DAIRYMEN. 


The dairymen 
are having a hard 
time of it, however, at the present 
time, not because of the stringency Of 
the health and sanitary, regulations, 
these they are, as a rule, anxious to 
comply with, because It is to their in- 
terest to do so, particularly those por- 
tions relatin-g to the sterilizing of the 
cans. If the milk -sours they- must re- 
place It with sweet milk, "o that to it- 
self it being a dollars' and cents' pro- 
position, it behooves them to comply 
with these regulations to 'the letter. 
It.is the cost of feed and both the coat 
of labor and the actions of the milk- 
ers that are giving them a hard 
time. The milkers are at times un- 
reasonable, and being largely a foreign 
element it has been almost impossible 
for the dairymen to get them to- com- 
ply with the regulations, but they are 
improving in their methods, and at the 
present time they are doing fairly 


COST OF FE-ED, 


This, therefore, is not so much of a 


difficulty to surmount as the cost of 
feed, -which is, nearly double what It 
was ten years"ago. The price of milk 
has not advanced in- proportion, result-- 
ing in a condition that there are no 
dairies being run at a profit at present, 
and if this condition continues to pre- 
vail the public must expect to 
pay 


more foi- its milk. 


PURE MILK CHEAPEST. 


One thing the consumers should do— 
avoid the dairymen .who are 
selling 
cheap milk. The pure milk at any cost 
is the cheapest. The preserved milk is 
a menace to health. 
No infant's sto- 
mach will stand as much chemical so- 
lution as a grown person's 
wil-Kand 
grown person's stomachs are not al- 
ways in condition to assimilate these 
chemicals.

with Spellacy. The circulation of the story of 
the $100,000 sack will start every grafter in 
town toward the Democratic headquarters, and 
the life of the chairman will be mack a burden, 
just as Jim O'Brien bore the burden during the 
local campaign because of'the tale that Hearst 
had put a sack into the fight. As :, matter of 
fact, Hearst did not put up a. cent, and outside 
of the cost of printing and distributing the 
tickets, which amounted to $1400, O'Brien 
didn't have $tooo on which to make his fight. 
Yet the grafters all thought he had a "bunch of 
stuff" and tried to tap him accordingly. 


The local Democratic situation jiv-t now is a 


peculiar one.

He 
is afraid of the " ''>.aminer'' :md also wants Po- 
lice Judge Charlie Conlan nominated for Supe- 
rior Judge. 
So he at once delivered himself 


over to O'Brien on the night of the election. 


As a consequence, there is going to be a very 


pretty scramble for the control of that conven- 
tion, and McNab will have use for all his re- 


sourcefulness if he does not want to be relegated 
to the class with Chris Buckley and Jack Man- 
nix. 
It is a noteworthy fact that once a1 San 


Francisco boss is downed he does not come up 
again. McNab has been on the point of being 
killed off a good many times, however, and is 
not dead yet.

month, the women signing an agree- 
ment to that effect before leaving Eng- 
land. 
They are sent under the pro- 


tection of a matron to a hostelry under 
the control of the Women's Immigra- 
tion Department.

four quarts of green tomatoes, drain 
off all juice, cover with cold water, 
1ft come to a boil and scald for thirty 
minutes, then drain well. Repeat till 
parboiled three times. Add two pounds 
of brown sugar, one pound of seeded 
raisins, one-half 
pound of 
chopped 


citron, one large half cup of finely 
chopped suet, one tablespoon of salt 
and one-half cup of strong elder vine- 
gar. 
Stir well together and cook till 


thick. 
When cold add one teaspoon 


each of ground cinnamon and cloves 
and one tablespoon of grated nutmeg. 
Stir thoroughly and keep (while it 
ii^sts) In a stone jar.—Sada Ballard. 


Canned Tomatoes—Scald ripe toma- 


toes and remove the skins. Place them 
in a large porcelain-lined baking pan, 
as you would biscuits, and set In a 
moderate oven. Heat glass jars by fil- 
ling with water as hot as they will 
bear. 
When the juice begins to boll 


and bubble VP between the tomatoes, 
remove them from the oven, fill the jars 
and seal immediately. Turn the Jars 
top downward over night, tighten the 
covers in the morning If possible, and 
keep in a dark place.—Sada Ballard.

I I e over night in very strong brine, 
then soak them twenty-four hours in 
weak vinegar.

and fill the jar with three parts vine- 
gar and one part water, sweetened to 
the taste. These mangoes can be made 
either sweet or sour. 
Throw in a few 


pieces of horse-radish root to season 
the vinegar.—Sada r-xl'iard.
